COVENT GARDEN: 


SouTHERnN’s affecting Tragedy of Isabella was performed, last 
uight, in order to give Miss Lacy an opportunity of representing 
that ill-star’d fair one. Isabella is one of the most difficult charac- 
ters to personate with full effect:—she has one eternal grief— 
one source of woe: and to avoid monotony in the expression ‘of ‘her 
sorrows is a very trying effort. But when her distress is wound-up to 
madness, a new power in the actress is called forth, and affords to 
one of genius a distinguished opportunity of making a deep impression. 
We cannot say that Miss Lacy entirely succeeded on every occasion to 
the extent that might produce enthusiastic admiration; but she 
undoubtedly displayed superior talent,and often acted with the highest 
degree of excellence. Herconception is in general perfect, but her 
execution sometimes ;fails from causes over which she has no controul. 
In the expression of moderated tenderness she is very effective, but 
when feelings of a more forcible nature call for greater exertion of 
the countenance and voice, she is not always found competent to the 
task from the soft form of her features, and the limited volume of 
her tones. Yet there were many instances of most powerful acting by 
her in the high-wrought scenes, and particularly towards the close of 
the Tragedy. In the scene where she revives from her swoon with the 
dead body of Biron before her, she excellently acted and spoke the 
soliloquy— 

Where have I been? Methinks I stand upon 
The brink of life, ready to shoot the gulph 
That lies between me and the realms of rest : 
But still detain’d, I cannot pass the strait ; 
Deny’d to live, and yet I must not die: 
Doom’d to come back, like a complaining ghost, 
To my uabury’d body—Here it lies— 
[Throws herself by Biron’s Body: 
My body, soul, and life. A little dust, 
To cover our cold limbs in the dark grave— 
There, there we shall sleep safe and sound together. 

The succeeding speech when they attempt to raise her, was most 
forcibly given, and nothing could be more truly pathetic than her ac- 
tion and tones when she repeats, as they drag her away with her hands 
firmly clasping her dead husband—

** Oh, they tearme! Cut off my hands—

Her concluding scene of raving and death added to the effect of the 

previous scene, and when she fell, much applause was bestowed on 
her eftorts. 


Mr. C. Kematr acted Biron with great feeling ; and Mr. Annorr 
as Carlos received approbation in some instances. Te merits pai- 
ticular praise for his acting after detection. Mr. Ecrrron was highly 
respectable as Villeroy. The Tragedy, altogether, was most favorably 
received by a numerous and genteel audience. 





DRURY-LANE. 

Mr. Youne repeated the character of Macbeth, last night, with ai! 
his former fine effect. His acting in the dagger-scenc—aficr the mur- 
der—and in the Banquet-scene, produced, as usual, great applause. 

Mrs. W. Wesv’s performance of Lady Macbeth is cccaionaily 
marked with talent—but such eharacters, as we have often observed, 
are not calculated to shew her powers in the most favorable point of 
view. . This evening she fills a most opposite one, in which she is 
universally admired. 

Giovanni in London still retains its powers to attract and please 
Madame Vesrris, as usual, performed the hero with great spirit; 
and looked and sang delightfully. Notwithstanding we are as_ well 
acquainted with Zeporello as Mr. Wartey is, yet he always con- 
trives to throw in something sew that cannot fail exciting our merri- 
ment. The songstresses were all very harmonious.—By the bye, seve- 
ral of the inferior characters are excellently performed ; the little 
Tailor is made very prominent, and played with considerable humo 
by Mz. Tcrnovur; this gentleman, we think, could be employed to 
much advantage in the minor walk of Comedy. 


EpivaurcH Taeatre.—On Friday evening the national Opera of 
Rob Roy atizacted a brilliant audience. Miss Srernens played Dia- 
ma Vernon, a part of peculiar insignificanee, which furnished the 
medium of three beautiful airs. Miss S. sang the delightful air of 
“ Auld Robin Gray” most sweetly.
